When the food supplies are received by the post- 
master he will deliver them thru his carriers.

Now corn s 
at a top-notch price partly because of 
the higher wages of farm hands, bus' 
still more because of the sympathy be- 
tween it and wheat, which is, after all, 
the real basis upon which food values 
are determined.

And the Government, says Mr. Ar- 


mour, is responsible for the high cost 
of wheat, because of its guarantee of 
$2.26 a bushel for it; to make which 
guarantee pood, Congress has appro- 
priated a billion dollars of the people's 
ijnoney. 
: So then we have the taxpayers of 
the country paying a billion dollars'to 
keep up the high cos,t of living! What 
was it that Lewis Carroll had the mob 
in Sylvie and Bruno cry? "Less 
bread! More taxes!" 


Meantime, without In the least dis- 


crediting Mr. Armour's 
diagnosis, 


which is no doubt largely true, it will 
be well to consider also the relation- 
ship between high prices of food and 
all commodities 'and inflation of the 
currency. For it is a well known prin- 
ciple that an inflated currency, and a 
depreciated currency means high pric- 
es.

Now corn s 
at a top-notch price partly because of 
the higher wages of farm hands, bus' 
still more because of the sympathy be- 
tween it and wheat, which is, after all, 
the real basis upon which food values 
are determined.
